Recently, and especially © since the 
downfall of France, the subject is 
again being discussed with renewed 
vigour and all the chances seem to 
point to the fact that German must, 
in her total war against Britain, de- 
vise some method of attack on the 
country itself. The anger expressed 
in recent German statements that Ire- 
land should allow Britain to defend 
some of her salient points as a pre- 
cautionary measure, rather points to 
the fact that. the possibility of using 
that country as a base, had been en- 
visaged by German military authorit- 
ies. Ireland, happily awoke to the 
danger in time. Though desiring to 
remain neutral, she is fully aware that 
unarmed neutrality to-day is only .an 
enticing invitation to German domina- 
tion, The question, therefore, re-. 
mains. Can Germany hope to invade 
England in sufficiently large numbers 
to over-power all resistance? Lt. 
Colonel Lowe, writing in the “Daily 
Mail” after the Norway campaign, 
stated that parachute troops could be 
dropped in places where no armed 
forces were available to beat off, such 
an invasion. He thought it would be 
equally wrong to ignore the possibility 
of an invasion by troop—carrying 
planes. He described how a mass of 
transport planes, escorted by fighter 
and bomber. machines, might break 
through the British defence. Captain 
Liddell) Hart, who made a close study 
of the invasion question before the 
war, did not think of troop transport 
planes, but he recognised a danger in 
the dropping of sabotage’ agents by 
parachute. These, he said; would have 
‘the task, as they did in Holland, of 
enhancing the effect of bombing raids, 
of heightening the confusion, cutting 
telephone and telegraph lines, blowing 
up bridges and disturbing the food 
supply of the country. Moreover, they 
would try, as they did in Poland, Nor- 
way, Holland and now France _ to 
seize broadcasting stations in order to 
issue false orders to the forces and 
the population. 

Sir Reginald Bacon, writing in the 


‘like Napoleon’s expedition to 


“Evening Standard” said that it might | 
be possible to land between 20,000 and 
40,000 Germans on various points on 
the East Coast. : 

From all these possibilities it is 
more than likely that Hitler, who has 
proved the success of “confusion” will 
try to merge all these factors into a 
single tactical plan, adapted of course, 
to the peculiar British conditions. He 
would, in addition, be ina position to 
use guns operating from France. Other 
experts incline to the belief that he 
will concentrate upon wave after wave 
‘of aeroplanes, bombing and causing 
panic and destruction. As events have 
materialised in ‘the present campaign, 
the authorities are not likely to over- 
look the great possibility of a combin- 
ed use of every method. 

But there are difficulties in the way 
of a German victory. Hitler is a gam- 
bler and‘so far he has gambled with 
some success though with terrific loss.’ 

As it has been pointed out, an enemy 
force landing would be confronted with 
an army, the strength of which has 
grown very considerably since the 
total home army can now ‘be concen- 
trated on British soil, Not only can 
the coastline be defended, © but* also 
all lines of communication and broad-~ 
casting stations, as well as other sal- 
ient points, which it was impossible 
to do in Norway. Holland succumbed 
to the activities of fifth columnists and 
so apparently have the French; not the 
petty disgruntled underling, but men 
in high places. 

In Britain there is less danger of 
subversive elements. Every man, dis- 
gruntled with his lot or otherwise, is 
a lover of freedom and fréedom under. 
Hitler has been proved to be a myth. 

England has not been invaded since 
September 29, 1066, and Hitler would. 
undoubtedly be glad to be able to 
tell his countrymen that the second 
invasion had been carried out under 
his direction. -The propaganda value 
would be advantageous but British 
opinion is convinced -that an atempt- 
ed invasion would end, not like the 
venture of William the Conqueror, but 
Mos- 
cow. On the other hand, even should 
this German gambler’s luck still be in 
it does not mean that the British.Em- 
pire will crumble. It is more likely 
‘that in itself through its great weight 
it will bring about the downfall of 
Germany. 


TWENTY-TWO YEARS AGO . 


When the part played by aeroplanes 
in the war to-day is considered, it is 
difficult to realise that at the Battle of 
Jutland on May 3lst, 1918, just fwenty— 
two years ago, aircraft were used in 
a naval engagement for the first time. 
The machine concerned was a single 
British seaplane ‘from the aircraft car- 
rier “Engadine”, which was with the 
battle cruiser fleet. 

It was early afternoon when a large 
amount of smoke was reported on the 
horizon. Sir David Beatty ordered the 


“Engadine” to send a seaplane to scout, 


The task of hoisting the machine 
from the ship on to the water took 
nearly half an hour. The scene has 
been described as “The -seaplanes in 
the carrier were housed, wings folded 
and secured for sea, in their hangar. 
To get-a machine on the water when 
the ship was rolling in a swell was no 
easy matter.. The unwieldy doors of 
the hangar had to be opened, the sea- 
plane drawn out, the wings spread, 
and the engine ran up before the ma- 
chine was hoisted.” : 

Flight Lieutenant F. J. Rutland pilot- 
ed the plane. 
in order to give his observer a chance 
to count the numbers of ships and 
note -heir’ dispositions, the pilot was 
{compelled to fly low and close so that, 
he was under constant fire. Shortly 


jafter, a petrol pipe broke and the pilot 


was forced down on to the water. He 
made good the defect by a piece of 
‘rubber tubing and then reported ready 
jto go aloft again. _He was, however, 
. told to go alongside his ship. and: was 
hoisted on board. This was the one 
and only seaplane flight and the ‘only 


Visibility was poor and” 


attempt at co-operation between ¢he 
sea and air forces. The “Engadine” 
took no further part in the action.” 
The commentator adds that if further 
reconnaissance flights had been order~ 
ed, there was little likelihod that her 
seaplane could have got off in the 
tumultuous waters sfirred up by the 


‘swiftly moving ships. 


The aircraft carrier and Flight 
Lieutenant Rutland had not ‘finished 
their day’s work, however. That even- 
ing the “Engadine” fell in with the 
cruiser “Warrior” making her way out 
of the battle in a severely damaged 
condition. The “Engadine” took her 
in tow and for a hundred miles she 
struggled along with her charge in 
the direction of the Scottish coast The 
“Warrior” had eventually to be aban- 
doned when it was réalised that she 
was breaking up and the Engadine” 
had the delicate task of taking off the 
ship’s company in a rolling sea. One 
wounded man fell from his stretcher 
between the two ships and the Capt- 


_ain.forbad any to plunge in after him 


as being an impossible task. Rutland 
had, however, divested himself of his 
coat and dived overboard. He 
succeeded ia getting the wounded man 
on board and was himself rescued, but 
the sonst was already dead from be- 
ing crushed by the two shi 
together. - : ee a

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It is almost a:truism to,say that 
this war is one in which propaganda 
plays a more important part than it 
ever did in the past. In no other war 
have the Radio, Press and other means 
of influencing public opinion occupied 
so decisive a position as they now do. 

Propaganda has become an actual 
weapon of warfare, not merely a com- 
mentary on, or interpretation of it. 


Instead of just reporting battles and_ 
campaigns of war, Propaganda appears" 
A propaganda: 


to be fighting them. 
Front has been created not less im- 
portant than any Front on land, sea or 
air. And on this Front victories and 
defeats are decided not by brilliancy 
of strategy or acts of valour, but by 
the manner in which they are pre- 
sented and “sold” to the world. 

 “Phis business of “selling” the war is 
entirely a creation of the Nazis. Past 
masters of the art of propaganda, men 
who have won every one of their suc- 
cesses less by deeds than by bluff, 
stagecraft and showmanship,’ they 
have introduced the system and man- 
ner of the advertising agent into the 
war. From the very beginning they 
have set about to advertise their part 


in the war., 


In Great Britain war propaganda is 
rather more an adjunct to the fighting 
machine, not the machine itself. Deeds 
still come before words. An event 
like the Battle of the River Plate is us 
yet more significant than the. mannct 
in which it is presented. The Altmark 
affair still has a value of its own, 
irrespective of the kind of publicity it 
received. ’ . 

Nothing illustrates better the differ- 
ence in character and form of the two 
methods of propaganda used in this 
war than do the English and German 
Radio broadcasts. ’ 

British broadcasts to Germany start- 
ed some months before the war. A 
start was made with a straight-for- 
ward News Bulletin in German which 
was almost a verbal translation of the 
B.B.C. English news.. Later on Press 
reviews and speeches by prominent 
Statesmen were added and finally also 
direct talks to Germans in their lan- 
guage. In most of these the bare facts 


were stressed; colouring of news. was, 


avoided; whatever there was of pro- 
paganda was introduced indirectly. 
Now, here is where the curiosity 
comes in. Although the British broad- 
casts to Germany have remained sub~ 
stantially the same in character since 
the outbreak of war, yet their success 


in Germany and on the - Continent is. 


unmistakable and undeniable. There 
is evidence in plenty that the British 
broadcasts are being listened to eagerly 
in Germany, Austria ‘and informer 
Czechoslavakia; and that, net only 
among people who for political, 
religious or other reasons ‘are 
opposed to the Nazi regime, 
but even among the rank 
and file of the Nazis themselves who 
want to know how the war, is pro- 
ceeding. : 

Many humorous stories are reported 
from Germany about these broadcasts. 
For instance, it is known that in many 
middle-class households the maids are 
being given extra evenings off during 
the week, so that the family may re~ 
main alone to listen-in. In some homes 
the children are also sent away, as 
they too cannot be- trusted. 

In Czechoslovakia and in Austria, 
where the opposition to the Nazi’ re- 
gime is stronger and has. assumed the 
form of an organised movement, the 
broadcasts are of great service to the 
movement by supplying it with valu- 
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able and much-needed facts and by 


j linking it up with the rest of the 


world., The broadcasts form the 
subjects for.discussions and the topic 
of conversation in the homes, the cafes 
and at gatherings. In many small 
provincial towns in Bohemia and 
Moravia, where listening-in is fraught 
with great danger because the Gestapo 
Iknow every one in the town, an ar- 
rangement is often made for one per- 


son to listen-in and later to relate to . 


the others what he has -heard. 

The best proof of the effectiveness 
of these broadcasts in the Third Reich 
is the fact that the Nazi Government 
has taken the strictest measures to 
suppress them. Savage sentences of 
yeas of imprisonment are imposed 
on people caught listening-in. Entire 
communities of people suspected of 
being likely to listen-in, are. forbidden 
the use of radios. Thus, in Germany 
now a Jew may not own a radio set.

Others are, limited to apparatuses 
which transmit only. Nazi broadcasts. 
In short, British broadcasts to Ger- 
many are not merely playing an im- 
portant part as war propoganda, but 
they are undoubtedly also strengthen- 
ing and consolidating the German 
Revolutionary movement and hasten- 
ing the day of the inevitable collapse 
of the Nazi regime as a whole.

THE FATE OF THE FRENCH Empire is a matter of close 
concern to all, but many do not know very much about 
it, said the Professor of Imperial History of Oxford Uni- 

- versity, in a broadcast yesterday. 

Do we realise, he asked, that, like the British Empire, it is a 
great world-wide political and economic structure? 
That the French flag flies beside the British in Asia, 
Africa and America — in all the continents except Aus- 
tralasia? That the same complex of races in all quarters 
of the earth owe allegiance to the French Republic as 
they do to the British Crown? : 


The French Empire covers 4,250,000 
square miles and contains nearly 
65,000,000 people, he went on. 

. In one respect, it is different from 
the British Empire. Frenchmen have 
always been more stay-at-home-foll 
than Englishmen, Scotsmen and 
Welshmen and except for the Colony 
on the St.. Lawrence, which for many, 
years past now has been happily in- 
corporated in the Dominion of Canada, 
there are no large French communities 
overseas. : ; ‘ , 

There are no Dominions, no Com- 
monwealth of Nations. The nearest 
approach to a Dominion is Algeria, 
which was occupied 100 years ago. 
About 1,000,000 Frenchmen live there 
beside some 6,000,000 Arabs. Algeria 
has a Governor-General and a Con- 
sultative Council, but it is not inde- 
pendent like the British Dominions. 


Part Of France 


On the contrary, just as its life and 
physical characteristics are very much 
the same as those of southern France, 

- go it is treated politically as a part 
of France. The Government is—or 
was, until recently-—controlled from 
Paris. Its representatives sit in the 
French Parliament—three in the 
Senate and 10 in the Chamber of 
Deputies. 

France has three.other territories on 
the Mediterranean—Tunisia, between 
Algeria and Italian. Libya, with a 
European population of over 220,000, 
of whom over half are French; Bi- 
zerta, where a naval base has been 
‘built; and French Morocco. 

Tunisia and Morocco are not an- 
nexed, like Algeria, but 'are protec- 
torate, and their life is that of the 

- Avab world. F 

At the eastern end of the Mediter- 
ranean are Syria and Lebannon which, 
like Palestine, are mandated territory. 
A treaty was drafted to make them 
independent states in alliance with 
‘France, but with the outbreak of war 
has not been ratified.

Out in the Far East is Indo-China 
running from the south Chinese border 
along the China Sea, and which in- 
cludes.

In one case a flight lieutenant flying 
a -Spitfire ‘who shot down a Heinkel 
111 in the Firth of Forth area, first 
found the bomber when. it was illu- 
minated by a cluster of searchlights. 
While it was held by the beams the 
Spitfire overhauled ‘it. 

The pilot fired a long burst from 
dead astern. The crippled Heinkel 
went Into a spiral dive with sparks 
and smoke pouring from it. 
Watchers on the ground saw’ the 

enemy bomber ‘burst into flames and 
dive into the sea. 

A second Heinkel was brought 
down in the Firth of Forth area 
by the feader and sergeant of an- 
other squadron. The German ma- 
chine, after Jjettisoning its bombs, 
crashed Into the sea. 

Another Heinkel dived into 
sea off the Yorkshire coast.

The immediate success of the drive , 
for contributions must I think have 
astonished even the most optimistic of 


‘its sponsors, -and the. only fear per- 


haps is that the vast figures which 
are published daily in the list of con- 
tributors may dissuade some who are 
still hesitating. It is to. these, 
more particularly to those who feel . 
that a small contribution is hardly 
worth making, that I am trying to ap- 
peal to-night. You may recollect that 
on a somewhat similar occasion a 
certain old lady, when all around her 
were putting up large contributions, 
could only afford to give two small: 
coins which ‘are reported to have 
been worth, at current exchange rates, 
exactly one farthing. Probably she 
hardly gave it any more thought than 
perhaps a sinking feeling that her 
meagre food ration would have to be 
reduced for a day. 


Don’t Be Scared 


What she almost certainly did. not 
know. was that her action chanced to 
be observed by someone with a 
keener sense of valueS than most of 
us and was commended by him as be- 
ing in itself a nobler gift than, so to 
spenk,. the five figure contributions of 
the taipans of these days. 


So don’t be scared off by the big 
figures; even if you can only afford 
the cost of two seats per week at a 
movie you will probably get the same 
sort of glow out of it as the widow’s 
mite gave to her, Send it anonymous~ 
ly if that makes you feel easier, but 
do let us have this as universal as 
possible. When the time comes I 
hope of course that there will be an 
impressive grand total of dollars; but 
-what would to my mind-be even more 
impressive would. Be statistics of the 
number of individual contributions 
showing that almost everyone in the 
Colony had done something, however 
small. 

Writing out a cheque may not seem 
so romantic and dashing as work in a 
minesweeper or a fighting aeroplane, - 
but it’s a good deal less dangerous; 
and if fate won't allow us to do any- 
thing except writing out a cheque 
surely that is not asking too much. 

I wonder if I might. end by appeal- 
ing to my many Chinese friends to 
bear their full share in this drive. I 
shall not easily forget those words of . 
Mr. Caine in Legislative Council last 


‘|\November, with, the war only two 


months old, when he encouraged in that 


‘}soft voice of his certain opponents of 


war taxation who had ventured to sug- - 
gest that the peace-time defence con- 
tribution in our annual budget might 
perhaps be all that we could afford. 
He said:— 

_ “What do honourable | members 
imagine would have been the effect 
if the taxpayer at home had said “We 
have paid to keep up an Army and 
a Navy in peacetime and we shan’t 
pay any more now?” The present war, 
gentlemen, would have been lost by 
now and, if that policy had been pur- 
sued, there would be no British Em- 
pire and no Hong Kong.” 

It is only natural'that ths fund 
should appeal’ most strongly to those 
whose own home country is in dan- 
ger, but I do feel’ that every dollar. 
that is received from those Chinese 
whose homes are in Hong Kong will 
be not only a token of their loyalty to 
all that the British Empire stands for, 
or attempts to stend for, but. still 
more will be: clear indication of the 
hatred, which they all, I am sure feel 
in their hearts for force,. oppression 
and brutal tyranny.

The Government of India} It is considered, however, that no study 


has come. to the conclusion 
that for the purpose of urgent 
extension of India’s war ef-

It was within the competence of 
the authorities to facilitate con- 
scription ‘of British Indian subjects 
and tho appropriate Ordinance 
would shortly be Issued by. the 
Governor-General. 

On the other hand, it was beyond 
the competence of the Indian authori- 
ties to conscript European British 
subjects and accordingly the authority 
of Parliament. here was required. 

This section of the Bill now before 
the House would also allow the Gov- 
ernment of Burma to take a similar

and was sent to the House of Lords.
